It’s Germar & Laver Again

Even apart from Vladimir Kyts' great 13:35.0 in the 5000 meters, late 
season European meets offered much in the way of stiff competition and splendid 
performances, 

The "American" due Germar-Lauer indulged in another record-breaking 
spree on their favorite 500-meter track at Cologne on October 2, Germar broke 
McD. Bailey's European 220 yard mark with a 20, 8 effort, after having been 
clocked in 20,6 at 200 meters, Lauer ran 220 yard hurdles in 23,1 and had an 
intermediate time of 22.9 at 200 meters, European records both. The two 
members of Akademischer Sport Verein, Kiln, now hold between themselves 8 
European records. On the same occasion, the ASV quartet Oertel, Lauer, 
Pfeil, Germar lowered the European 4x110 yard relay record to 40,9, Later in 
the month at Budapest, Germar again equaled the European 100 meter record 
of 10,2, 

Poland suffered her first defeat of the season in London, losing to Eng- 
land 77 to 80, It will be remembered that Poland had beaten Great Britain by 10 
points in Warsaw. The London affair could hardly be described as a rematch 
though, events such as the 10,000, hop-step-jump, shot, discus and hammer 
(likely to bring more points to Poland than to England) being excluded from the 
program, probably to allow organizers to run off the meet in one afternoon. 

Western Germany showed rising strength in fall matches, There can be 
little doubt that a united Germany would be the logical favorite for No. 2 among 
countries in next year's European Championships, even though strong opposition 
is to be expected from Britain and Poland, Finland, very strong in dual meets 
because of her Uepth, appears to have very few standouts likely to score highly 
in Stockholm next August. (Full details in European Report, page 4) 


Kuts-nik Rockets to 13:35

Rome, October 12/13: The first in a series of annual "pre-Olympic" 
meets to be held in Rome was honored with the presence of athletes from 16 
European countries and was featured by one of the greatest solo efforts in the 
history of distance running. 

Vladimir Kuts, now 30, dispelled all doubts about his health with a 
phenomenal 13:35, 0 run in the 5 kilometers, cutting 1.8 seconds off Gordon 
Pirie's world record of 1956. A week earlier in Prague, Kuts had just failed in 
his record attempt, doing 13:38.0. A-recurrence of his stomach ache had pre- 
vented an all out effort in the last kilo. But a couple of days at Formia, on the 
Tyrrhenian coast, apparentl y worked wonders in fixing himup for another great 
effort. 

On the second day of the Rome meet (Sunday, October 13), Kuts wes 
ready. The race was started shortly after 5 p.m. It was typical Roman “holi- 
day" weather, with the temperature in the lower 70s. The 400m track at Olym- 
pic Stadium had proven adequately fast, The field for the 5000 included, among 
others, Pyotr Bolotnikov of USSR (1% 54, 4), Jerzy Chromik of Poland (13:59. 4), 
Kevin Gilligan of Britain (14:09. 2) and Urho Julin of Finland (14:19, 2). 

Soon after the start, Kuts jumped into the lead with a sustained burst of 
speed, Somebody from among the crowd of 25,000 began to cheer him on: 
“Kutsnik, Kutsnik:"" However, the human sateillite soon lost its tail: even the 
smooth-striding Bolomikov was forced to drop back after less than 2000 meters. 
Kuts went on and on, and at no time was the crowd anguished by the fear that he 
might falter. The pace, as in many other great solo runs of the past, was 
characterized by a fast start, a long float and as good a finish as possible. 

At 3000 meters (8:08. 7°) he was ahead of Pirie's time, At 4000 (10:52, 9) 
he appeared to have a good margin and, in fact; his last kilometer took no more 
than 2:42,1, The Ukrainian was relatively fresh at the end of the gruelling 
race--definitely fresher than a year ago in Melbourne. 

Here is a table showing the intermediate and progressive times in the 
four sub-13:40 5000 meter races to date: (5 times under 13:40 as Kuts was 
second at Bergen in 13:39, 6).

As usual, Kuts lapped the overwhelming majority of his "opponents": 
Some of his distant pursuers, misled by the lap counter, sprinted for the tape 
one lap too early; as a result of this scramble, positions from 3 onwards had 
no significance, This "cheated group" included, among others, Gilligan and 
two Italians, Perrone and Volpi, who might otherwise have bettered a 15-year- 
old national record. No 3-mile time was taken for Kuts; according tw estimates 
based on his pace in the final stage, he must have passed the English distance 
in no worse than 13:10, (Sandor Iharos holds the world record at 13:14, 2). The 
result of the race: 

1, Kuts 13:35, 0 (new world record); 2, Bolotnikov (USSR) 14:06.5; 3. 
Julin (Finland) 14:29.5; 4, Volpi (Italy) 14:38.1; 5. Chromik (Poland) 14: 41, 0; 
(Gilligan dropped out in the last lap.) 

Other marks posted in the two-day meet pointed to the good quality of 
the track Bartenyev won the sprints in 10. 4 and 21,2, showing that he is at 
least "Eruopean Class"; Lorger of Yugoslavia twice equaled his: national record 
of 14, 2 in the highs and Jacques Dohen lowered the F rench standard to 14,2 ina 
heat; Evangelos Depastas beat a classy field in the 800 meters with a new Greek 
record of 1:49.2. Two 18-year-old Italians loomed as good prospects for the 
Olympics to be held on the same track in three years from now: Livio Berruti 
beat Bartenyev in a heat of the 100 meters and became the fourth Italian to clock 
10.4; Giorgio Mazza was third in the highs in 14.4, equaling the 16-year-old 
national record, 

Field event marks were far less satisfactory: Russia's Yuri Styepanov 
was tied by "Stickan" Pettersson of Sweden in the high jump as both men cleared

Australia's potential world-beater, Herb Elliott, 19, decimated a three 
mile field including Victoria's best long distance runners at Mornington on 
October 13, clocking 14:18. 0. 

Elliott literally cantered home, leaving far in his wake such champions 
as John Murray 14: 23, Neil Robbins, 14:31, Geoff Warren, Don Brain, all of 
whom had been racing extensively cross country, and Ron Clarke a long way 
back in 15: 02u, 

The race was run on a typical country sports ground--rough, muddy, 
hilly grass. Herb treated the race as part of his regular week-end training. At 
Portsea the previous day he had two sessions as usual, and one the morning of 
the race, The way he won, and the quality of the men he beat, suggests he can 
knock perhaps 50 seconds off the time when in the mood and race conditioned. 

Coach Percy Cerutty has a world winner in the strong, powerful Elliott, 
and his stocks are rising because of it. He is attracting an ever larger follow- 
ing, including such non-track athletes as Russell Mockridge, one of the worlds 
greatest cyclists. 

Jim McCann, St. Joseph's College, Sydney, achieved the greatest feat in 
Australian schoolboy history when he won four events at the NSW Great Public 
(private) Schools' championships Oct. 12. McCann, 18, did 9,6, 21.8, 14.8 
(39"), and 24'43", but the 100 strip fell 2 feet, depriving him of equaling the 
national junior record, McCann will make the broad jump his main goal, 

DonBursill ran 9,8 and 21.9 for seconds and won the 440 in a record 
48.9, The open mile was won by Henry Rouse, 18, in 421,3 and the under 17 
by Ian Macausland in 4:27.0, Other schoolboy milers to shine have been John 
Lucas, 16, 423.6, and Ron Vagg, 17, who lowered the NSW junior mile mark 
to 414,5, placing second to Dennis Wilson's 4:13, 2. 

On soggy grass at Scotch College, Melbourne, on Oct. 5, national 
champ Bob Grant threw the javelin 207'10", and Ron Clarke, who is having 
difficulty reaching expected form, took the mile in 4:23.5, Two weeks later 
Colin Ridgway easily cleared 6'6", His form indicated considerable improve- 
ment when the season gets into full swing. 

Opening meet of the NSW State AAA interclub season produced only one 
fair performance, a 4:14, 3 by Olympic 10,000 man Dave Power, from Ron Vagg 
4:17.3 2Graham Thomas tookthe steeplechase in 9:18.8.

2.06 (6'9"1/8)3 such European standouts 
as Krivonosov, Consolini, Grabowski won with comparatively poor 
marks. 

The general impression of foreign and Italian observers was 
that Roman officials have some way to go before they can measure 
up to Olympic requirements. Time and more international meets of 
this caliber will be of great help in eliminating deficiencies. 

It was rumored in official Italian circles that next year's 
"pre-Olympic" meet (to be held in September, i.e. by the time of 
the 1960 Olympics) will probably see the participation of over- 
seas athletes, notably including some leading U.S. stars.

Parry O'Brien was one of the star attractions at the Interna- 
tional Championships of Rumania, held in Bucharest, Sept.14/16. 

On the first day he won the discus at 51.40 (168'7"5/8) from 
some good, but not outstanding Europeanse On the second day he 
upped his 1957 best for the shot to 18.55 (60'10"3/8) and left 
two of Europe's best, Aurel Raica and Vladimir Loshchilov, far 
behind. Parry's series was: 18.40 (60'4"3/8), 17.80 (5894"3/4) , 
17.51 (57'5"3/8), 17673 (5882"), 18.08 (59°3"7/8) and 18.55 
(60'10"3/8). In a post-championship meet, still at Bucharest, 
Sept.17, O'Brien put the shot 18.46 (60'6"3/4) and had other 
marks of 18.20 (59'8"1/2) and 18.09 (59'4'1/4) (three others 
were declared fouls). 

Ira Murchison, a popular figure on European tracks, won the 
100 meter title race in 10.4 from Nicolaos Georgopoulos (10.5, 
Greek record) and Thorbjérnsson of Iceland (10.6). Ernie Shelton 
cleared 2.04 (6'8"3/8) and barely missed 2.08 (6'9"7/8) ina 
high jump event won by Russia's rising Vladimir Sitkin at 2.08. 
Jerry Welbourn took the pole vault at 4.30 (14'1'1/4) from former 
European record holder Pyotr Denisenko (4.25, 13'11"3/8). Lang 
Stanley with fifth in a mass finish 800 meters, clocking 1:50.8. 
The race was won by Greece's amazing Evangelos Depastas, a fine 
tactician with a spirited finish, in 1:50.3,

Less than 10 months from the 6th European Championships, we think 
it may be of interest to sum up the 1957 season in ranking form, 
namely by trying to assess the first 6 in every event on the basis 
of each man's season recorde 

To save valuable space, we are not duplicating previously re- 
ported marks. A fairly complete picture for each man will be given 
at the end of the season in World Ranking. We faced many a border- 
line case in compiling this European Ranking. The season here is 
much longer than the UeS. season, and in most cases the European 
athlete competes in no less than 20/25 meets, i.e. about twice 
as many as for his U.Se colleague in the American outdoor seasone 
In addition, top stars meet rather frequently, so that the situation 
as regards the "win-loss" record becomes in the long run very 
intricate. In fact, even a Ranking of the first 10 Europeans would 
imply a great amount of labor and ... many headaches. Undoubtedly, 
some errors of evakuation have occurred even in our "abridged" 
versions However, let's see how many of our candidates will finish 
among the first 6 in their events at the 1958 European Championships. 


100 METERS - Manfred Germar is a rather obvious choice for first 
here. In fact he can beat Europe's best by a good meter anytime, any 
where. His 1957 record (10.2 twice, 10.3 eight times!) moves him 
ahead of Filtterer and to the noel spot in the European A-T Ranking. 
Marian Foik of Poland, who beat the best Russians in Moscow, has a 
consistent record. Leonid Bartenyev of USSR was pretty good toward 
the end of the seasons The opposite can be said of Norway's Bjorn 
Nilsen. Livio Berruti of Italy is, at 18, a very bright hope. Be- 
hind Germar, about ten men appear to be in the same class,

HIGH JUMP - The "New Look" in footwear is revolutionising 

high jump standards. The thick (usually 3 cms or 1.18 inches) 

sole under the jumper's take-off foot has caused many a national 
record to tumble. Werner Bahr of Germany, who recently raised his 
best to 2.03 (6'7"7/8), is quoted as saying: "I think I am good 

for only 1.96 (6'5"1/8) or so right now; the shoe does the rest". 
(Of course it will be remembered that Bahr did 2.00, 6'6"3/4 three 
years ago in Japan, but that could be another story). Needless to 
say, even before 1957 some jumpers may well have used a similar 

type of "reinforced" sole occasionally, but the Russians have been 
the first to give this "invention" a wide application. After seeing 
Styepanov in the big Rome meet, we happen to wonder what he could 
now do with normal shoes. His best until last year was 2.04 (6'8"'3/8 
and we feel that his progress has been magnified through the use of 
that awkward-looking device. He met Stig Pettersson twice in Italian 
meets and never could outjump his 22-year-old Swedish rival. In 
Rome, "Stickan" looked better than Styepanov at the major heights 
and actually missed 2.09 (6'10"1/4) by a hair's breadth. Pettersson 
will no doubt prove a hard nut to crack for the Russians next 

year - with or without thick soles. 

Vladimir Sitkin, 23, became history's fourth (Russia's third) 
official 7-foot jumper in the Ukrainian Championships at Odessa, 
clearing 2.00 (6'6"3/4), 2.04 (6'8"3/8), 2.07 (6'9''1/2), 2.10 
(6'10"5/8) and 2.15 (7' "5/8) in quick succession before failing 
at 2.17 (7'1"1/2). Vlado Marjanovid of Yugoslavia, one of the few 
who still use a modified form of the Eastern Cut-off, is among the 
new record-breakers. 

Somebody (the Finns?) will surely stir the waters about the 
new shoe at the IAAF Convention in Belgrade, early in November. 

It will be interesting to see just to what extent the governing 
body of track can act irregardless of political influences or 
fears.

While the season Down Under is getting under way, here is news 
of amazing performances by hit-or-miss African Natives and by 
heavily drilled Chinese athletes. Even in "darkest" Africa, a 
1:51 half and a 4:10 mile are no longer a day dream. Maybe the 
Keters and Maiyoro of today are no worse than the Cunninghams, 
Levelocks and Beccali of 25 years ago, if one considers conditions 
in East Africae Over in Asia, Japan is in danger of losing its 
longtime monopoly in the jumping events. Here is the news in 
detail: 

EAST AFRICA: KETER 1251-7, MAIYORO 4:10.3 & 14:06.7 
Tfrom C.Roffey) 


Nyandika Maiyoro of Empiad and Olympic fame was the no.l star 
of the Kenya AAA Championships held at Kisumu, Aug.24. First he 
ran the mile in 4:10.3, fastest ever for that continent (outside 
South Africa). The far from uniform pace was further proof of 
the man's potential: 56.8, 1:59, 3:05.8. About an hour later, 
Maiyoro ran 3 miles in 14:06.7, best he's ever done on African 
soil, though far short of his A-T record (13:43.8 at Vancouver 
in 1954). The 30-year-old tribesman was extended by Olympic 
marathon runner Kanuti Sum, who was unofficially timed in 14:10. 
Other results: 100y Antao 9.8, 880y Keter 1:53.0, 6 miles Chep- 
kwony (another Empiad competitor) 31:14.3, 120yh Kiptum 14.9, 

JT Maboria 203'7" (62.05), HJ Leresae 6'5" (1.956). 

A week later, on another grass track, at Kampala, Kenya met 
Uganda and Tanganyika in the 15th inter-territorial meet. Kip- 
talam Keter of Kenya ran the halfmile in 1:51.7 for a new records 
Maiyoro was again a double winner with 4:15.1 and 14:09.2. Chep- 
kwony improved his 6 mile time to 31:04.8. Some Olympic stars 
turned in excellent marks in the jumping events: Leresae took the 
high jump at 6'6" (1.981) from Etolu of Uganda; Ogwang of Uganda 
broad jumped 22'10"1/2 (7.27) and hop-step-jumped 48'3"1/4 
(14.71). Tesot of Kenya threw the javelin 207'10" (63.34). Times 
in the short distances were particularly good: Antao ran the 
century in 9.7, Rotich, also of Kenya, the quarter in 48.4 and 
Kiptum the highs in 14.7. 

The temperature in both meets was in the 80s (just under 30°C). 


CHINA: MA HSIANG-LUNG 6'6"3/4, LI YUNG-KO 50'4"3/8 
(from L.eMengoni) 


The 1957 Championships of the Chinese People’s Republic were 
contested at Nanking before a capacity crowd of 50,000. Following 
the Soviet pattern, the meet took no less than four dayse Some 
topnotch performers from USSR added flavor to the competition. 

From the standpoint of mass improvement, the hop-step-jump (a 
typically Asiatic event, if ever there was one) provided the most 
significant results. Three Chinese jumpers bettered 15 meters 

as Tien Chao-chung, a 20-year-old student, won at 15.09 (49'6"1/8) 
from Li Chien-teh (15.08, 49'5"3/4) and Li Yung-ko (15.07, 49'5"'1/4) 

Kao Shu-kuei, a driver, took the broad jump at 7.28 (23'10"5/8) 
from Chang Chi-shan, 7.23 (23'8"5/8). Best of the visiting 

‘Russians was Vladimir Sitkin, the 7-foot high jumper from Ukraine, 
who did 2.08 (6'9"7/8). Li Ta-pei of China was second at 1.93 (6'4') 

Miss Cheng Feng-yung was easily the most efficient representa- 
tive of the distaff side as she high jumped 1.73 (5'8"1/8) for an 
All-Asian record. 

Other results: 1500m Pipyné (USSR) 3:52.6; 10,000m Fu Sheng-hai 
31:38.4 (Chinese record), PV Bulatov (USSR) 4.32 (14'2"1/8), Tsai 
Yi-shu 4.10 (13'5"3/8). 

Nanking, Oct.ll - In a post-championship meet with Russian and 
Chinese athletes, Ma Hsiang-lung high jumped 2.00 (6'6"3/4). Save 
for an unofficial 2.02 (6'7"1/2) effort by decathlon ace Yang 
Zuan-quang of Nationalist China, this is the best a Chinese has 
ever done in the event. Ma Hsiang-lung is 22 and a sophomore at 
Kunming University. He is only 1.78 (5'10") tall. The event was won 
‘by Russia's Sitkin at 2.03 (6'7"7/8). Kao Shu-kuei beat Ter-Ovane- 
Syan, one of Europe's leading broad jumpers, 7.22 to 7.14 (23'°8"'1/4 
& 23'5"1/8). Another Chinese victory that pleased the home crowd 
was that of Tsai Yi-shu over Vladimir Bulatov in the pole vault ~ 
4.25 to 4.20 (13'11"3/8 & 13'9"3/8). And that was not the end of 
it, for Li Chung-ling upset Yevgeniy Sokolov, Russia's 3:41.7 
1500m man, in the 800 meters, with the record time of 1251.6. Soko- 
lov was second in 1:51.9. Boris Matveyev threw the discus 51.22 
(168" "1/2), while Li Ping-cheng raised the Chinese record to 

45.20 (148'3"1/2). 

Shanghai, Oct.16 - The Russians partly made amends for their poor 
Showing in Nanking, while home athletes continued to break records, 
Li Yung-ko raised the hop-step-jump mark to 15.35 (50'4"3/8) and 
Kao Shu-kuei improved on his broad jump record with a 7.39 (24'3") 
performance, finishing second to Ter-Ovanesyan, 7-58 (24'10"3/8). 
Bulatov reproduced his European form with a 14'6" (4.42) vault, 
leaving young Tsai Yi-shu at 4.20 (13'9"3/8). Sitkin high jumped 
2.05 (6'8"3/4), and Matveyev threw the discus 52.71 (172'11"1/8).

Two publications which will supplement TRACK & FIELD NEWS for your 
enjoyment of this sport are "Modern Athletics" and "Long Distance Log". 
"Modern Athletics" is a new British journal, giving little news but many 
features, such as training methods, biographical material, and prospects of 
the future. (An interesting photo in the October issue shows Olympic champ- 
ion 20,000 meter walker Leonid Spirin walking at Melbourne with both feet off 
the ground.) "Long Distance Log” ($2.50 per year from 306 West Center St., 
Woodbury, NJ) reports distance events in much more detail than we do, and 
gives you personal notes about runners and their training. I can't conceive of 
a distance runner or fan who would not find this of value. 

SUGGESTION TO THE AAU: I hesitate to make more suggestions right 
now, having made several recently, but this seems to be needed: I think that, 
in cases where a foreign athlete wins the AAU title, the first American citizen 
to finish should receive some sort of recognition as the champion of his coun- 
try. (This would apply to Bobby Seaman, Max Truex, and Jerry Smartt in 1957) 
Other countries do this, and it is only fair to our athletes. 

SOMETHING HAS TO BE DONE about the built up shoe for high jumpers. 
Look what has happened in Europe: Through 1955, only 5 Europeans had ever 
cleared 6'83". In 1956, 9 more men did it. This year, 12 have done it already 
The reason for such improvement is the built-up shoe, but it is not a new in- 
vention, Kashkarov of Russia used it at Melbourne. Armas Valste, Finnish 
National Coach, says Bengt Nilsson has used built up shoes for five years, 
receiving benefit not only from the added starting height of his body, but from 
the more efficient leverage produced, like an African ant hill. Valste claims 
the shoe adds 3 to 5 inches to a jumper's best performance. Now, lest some- 
one think I'm crying "foul" only because the Americans are losing out in one 
of their best events, I hasten to add that I believe the USA can produce a dozen 
7 footers with two or three years of experimentation. No, my reasons for 
wanting legislation against built up shoes are reasonable: (1) They make 
meaningless all the history of high jumping. Such names as Steers, Albritton, 
Davis, Shelton, and even Dumas will no longer appear among the great jump- 
ers. (2) Built up shoes will make a farce of the sport. My brother, Bert, 
proposed the ultimate in absurdity if there is no rule against thickness of 
soles. He says a man could wear a sole ten feet thick, and, walking on such 
stilts, could manage to do a slow motion scissors action over ten or twelve 
feet. Legislation by the IAAF is mandatory, and it should rule out all past 
records made with such shoes. 

CROSS COUNTRY excites me. I wish I could see the NCAA race every 
year. Where else in the USA can you see a field including such big names as 
Max Truex, John Macy, Deacon Jones, Henry Kennedy, and Ron Delany.

So They Tell Me 


DICK NASH, Santa Anita Race Track: "Has anyone compared the record 
and development of Bob Voiles to Bud Held? They are both converted high school 
pole vaulters, and they both won the AAU javelin titles as undergraduates," 

CHUCK ESSER, El Cajon, Calif.: The picture on page 4 of the June issue, 
showing the Compton 100, points out the need for the photo-electric timer at all 
the big meets, Agostini was given a time of 9.6, yet he was only 6 inches to a 
foot behind Morrow who had 9, 4." 

A, A, JOUBERT, Johannesburg, South Africa: "Gerhardus Potgieter had 
quite a year, His 50.7 for the 440 hurdles is a new world's record, of course. 
In addition he ran 14,6, 23,1 on a turn, jumped 6', 23'1}", and 46'73", He has 
done a relay leg in 48.0 and if he would concentrate on the 440 he should have 
little difficulty in coming down to at least 46.0. He is an outstanding Rugby 
Union player (our national game) and track fans were sorry to hear he had de- 
cided to play this season, even before he tragically broke his neck. His 50.7 
was run on a huge 620 yard track, and he encountered two sharp turns." 

MAX TRUEX, runner: "I was able to get in a good summer of training, 
beginning shortly after the AAU meet on the schedule Franz Stampfl set up for 
me for the coming year. I plan to compete in cross country but will substitute 
the races for my Saturday workout. I will mm all out once and possibly twice, 
no more, Those will be the NCAA and possibly PCC races, I learndd a lesson 
on how to dress at East Lansing in 1955. I hope my performances next spring 
will be such that I can get to Europe, for I certainly agree with Roberto Quer- 
cetani that we Americans are hungry for experience and starved for competi- 
tion," 

TOBE MAXWELL, recently at Oxford: "Derek Ibbotson is putting in 
some unbelieveable workouts, sandwiched between too much runnin g, most of 
us think, He now has had over 40 races this season, with a good percentage 
of hard ones, Among his workouts is this; 10 440s at 60 seconds with 110 
yards quick jogging between. On the last four the fatigue load must be 
incredible. Gordon Pirie says he is unfit and coming back slowly, but he is in 
better shape than he thinks. Ken Wood is pursuing a calculated policy of long 
term training and buildup, and not caring about the day to day workouts, or 
occasional race, But though he claims not to be at any peak at all his trainin g 
must be very fine to show up in 4 minute racing. Right now my guess as to 
who will rank at years end as British top miler is Wood. Then Ibbotson, Hew- 
son, Clark, Kent-Smith, Everett and Rerisford." 

GEORGE P, MEADE, Gramercy, La.: "In John Landy's four races under 
4 minutes last year his consistency was remarkable as measured by his time 
for the 109.35 meters between 1500m and one mile--15.4, 15.4, 15.4 and 15.4. 
Although Landy is characterized as a clock runner these figures show that he 
had a:sprint, since he averaged 6.72 meters per second for the 1500m and 7.10 
m.p.s. for the rest of the mile, a 6% pickup in the run to the tape. Delany's 
14.4 in his 3:59 is a real sprint, a 13% increase in speed, with the last 110m at 
the speed of a 53 second 440, On the even-pace theory Delany could have run a 
much faster mile if he had made better time for the 1500. The only 4-minute 
miler whose pace was even is Rozsavolgyi, whose 3:43 and 3:59 are both at 
6.73 mps. 

These figures show the difficulty of predicting the milers' times from the 
clockings at the 1500 mark, but more difficult still is to compute the correspon- 
ding mile from an all-out 1500. Formulas for the fatigue factor in the additional 
distance do not agree, but all the formula’ so far advanced indicate that the 
present 1500 record of 3:40.6 is at least a second slower than the 3:58 record. 
Supporting this is the historical correspondence between the two records since 
Nurmi's day. The 1500m distance is 93.3% of a mile, but the record has 
averaged about 92. 3% of the corresponding mile record through the past 30 
years, On this percentage basis a 3:58 mile should give 3:39.7 for the 1500. 
Incidentally, Rozsavolgyi's 3:40.6 world record is exactly 92.3% of his 3:59, an 
interesting sidelight on his even paced running when he ran that mile." 

HERB MCKENLEY, former 400-440 record holder: "If I had it to do over 
again I still would rum the first 220 in about 21 flat. When I slowed the pace 
late in my career it was not because I had changed tactics but because I was 
unsure of my condition." 

JOHN POWELL, coach Rhodes University, South Africa: "Mal Spence, 
who has no track to train on, is an example of what we could do here if we had 
your facilities, whichI so admired on my visit to the states, Occasionally do 
remind your athletes of their fortune in having coaches, tracks, facilities, equip- 
ment, comfortable travel, etc. 

"What a magnificent spectacle at the NCAA in Austin, As a member of 
the NCTCA I listened to the talk and watched the voting at the coaches meeting. I 
thought it was only here we were backward in coming forward, We have always 
admired the go-ahead attitude of the U.S, in track and field so it was a real shock 
to observe such revered authorities demanding a continuance of a limited program. 
This policy will surely damage not only track, the athletes, and spectators, but 
the USA's position in the world of ambassadorship through sport. Even we have 
a better program in our palsied university schedule, Surely it has been true that 
the weakness of USA in world hop-step-jump and distances is to be laid at the 
door of lack of competition incentive, If the bases of endurance were laid in 
school through university and on to your rather rare clubs, the Americans would 
be tops in these events, too. And if the jawelin were re-introduced in high 
schools (and some colleges) through an understanding that it is far less danger- 
ous than football you'll not have to take second place to anybody, " 

LOU SCHMITT, N.Y.C.: "I agree wholeheartedly with your comments 
on the AAU. I travelled by auto from New York to see my first 'big league’ 
track meet, but was disappointed with a meet that was ‘bush league’ even by 
relatively poor eastern standards, What a let down after waiting all year." 

DR, HAROLD OSBORN, Champaign, Ill.: "I read with interest and 100% 
agreement your Track Talk. I came away from Dayton as one of the disgruntled 
spectators, Meets can be made interesting, and each event can be highlighted, 
or at least have their short time in the spotlight, so that the spectator will be 
able to come away feeling he saw it all. I like your suggestions for improvement!

We understand this event was run years ago in the U,S., but no results 
are available, The University of Chicago Track Club has sponsored such a 
relay for the past two years and the record is held by Hal Higdon and Lawton 
Lamb at 46:51.8. This is an average of 70.3 per quarter and gives America's 


best something to shoot at.

PREP PANORAMA

Hard as it is to believe, North Phoenix High School in Arizona has a 
track and field athlete who may be even more fantastic than the school's pole 
vault record holder, the incomparable Jim Brewer. 

Brewer's 15'4" mark is considered the finest in the record books. Now 
comes a report out of the cactus state about some fabulous off-season accom- 
plishments of weightman Dallas Long. 

Following a designed weight training program, Long had one measured 
put of 65'2" with the 12 pound shot. Many were past 64', With the 16 he did 
55'7", Both are well over the existing prep marks of 64'}" and 53'4$", On top 
of his shot performances, he has done pretty well with the discus. With the 
high school weight platter he hit a tree 175 feet from the ring. And he hit it 
12 feet up. ‘Figure that out and you can see his potential" says coach Vern 
Wolfe, We did, using the normal 45 degree trajectory and found that he could 
have expected another 12 feet for the throw--or 187'. The record? It is 184'2} 
by Al Oerter, who two years later won the Olympic Games, 

Wolfe says Long has much to learn in the discus, but by track season 
expects him to master the event as well as he will the shot. Long stands 6'4" 
and weights 235 pounds, He just turned 17 last summer and is still growing. 

Dallas, who did 61'5" as a junior, took up a weight program following 
his regular season last May. This program resulted in increased strength with 
much more rapid progress than expected, 

To quote Wolfe: "His presses went from 190 to 235 and 240 standing. 
Bench presses are now over 300 pounds, Because of his increased strength anc 
the marks he was achieving, Long decided to pass up football to concentrate on 
the shot and discus. As an all-state tackle his junior year this was a hard 
decision. 

"We have been working on form the past month, weights included of 
course. Dallas lifts three days a week, every other day. He runs the 100 in 
11.0, the 50 in 6,1. His form puts all go past 61', generally between 62' and 
64'," ” 

Predictions? Wolfe looks for his young strongboy (this is a boy?) to hit 
between 66 and 70 with 12 pounder, and between 56 and 60 with 16 pound bulb. 
And before you scoff, remember Wolfe is the gent who confidently predicted 
Brewer would hit 15 feet and then got him over that astounding height in the 
face of every mounting pressure, 

On top of all this Long maintains a grade record between A andB, He 
has no college preference at present, and how would you like to be his mailman 
once the college coaches get on him? He plans to major in engineering or 
psychology. 

As far back as last March prep expert Dick Bank wrote that Long "looks 
like the greatest prospect of all time". - Dick could be right. 

TOP PREPS CHOOSE SCHOOLS 

University of Southern California won a tug-of-war with Arizona State 
and as a prize got Jim Brewer who went to high school just a hop-step-jump from 
the Arizona State campus in Tempe. It was touch and go for 24 hours but vault- 
ing Jim landed in Trojanville. 

Four boys besides Brewer were pencilled into the national record book in 
June and all will go on to college. Kansas claims Jan Sikorsky, 222'103" javelin 
thrower from Ramsay High, Mt. Pleasant, Pa.; Pasadena (Cal.) Clark Branson, 
64'3", is at UCLA; George Hearn, 13,9 high hurdler from Lower Merion of 
Ardmore, Pa., will attempt to break Lee Calhoun's marks at North Carolina 
College, and Mike Lewis, 159'6" discus tosser from Lincoln in San Francisco, 
will spend a year at CCSF before making up his mind among Stanford, SC or 
Occidental. 

Tom Carroll, whose 1:50, 6 (and 1:49, 2m) will not make the record books 
through an absurd technicality, is at Yale.

2-mile Prep Team Race 


High school cross country teams now have an opportunity to compare 
individual and team ability by competing in the first annual two-mile team race, 
Sponsored by Track & Field News, the affair will be on a comparative time 
basis with results forwarded by mail. 

Two miles was selected as the distance as this is just about the average 
of all state cross country championship distances, and because 2-miles is a 
standard track distance, The race will be run on the track since cross country 
courses are impossible to measure accurately and are too variable. 

Track & Field News Honor Awards will go to the members of the first 
five teams, to the 10 fastest individuals, and to the 10 fastest schools, 

The race may be run against time or against competition anytime during 
November. A month long leeway is allowed because of varying schedules, 
weather and flw conditions. Schools may try for their best times as often as 
they like, but all times submitted must be made in the same race, Results 
must be forwarded to Track & Field News for judging, and must be postmarked 
no later than November 30, 

Results should include full name and time of each athlete, total time of 
the first five men, name and location of school, coach, date and location of 
race, and must bear the signature of the coach and one official. 

All runners must be eligible for interscholastic competition according 
to local rules. Entries are unlimited, and the fastest five men count. 

Perennial Northern California standouts from Palo Alto H,S, have 
challenged the nation to beat them in this contest, Coach Forrest Jamieson 
believes he has the finest prep cross country team in American history and he 
urges the nation's schools to give his runners as much competition as possible.
